Beri, August 12.—The ukase for- 

bidding the export from Russia of rye 
and rye meal of every kind and brand, 
which was published in the Journal 
at St. Petersburg yesterday, created 
an enormous sensation in this city. 
It came as a complete surprise to 
dealers in grain here. There wag 
some difference in the dispatches in 
regard to the date of which the prohi- 
bition goes into effect. Several early 
dispatches yesterday stated the ukase 
would take effect immediately, while 
later telegrams announced it would 
not be enforced until August 27th, 
This affords great relief. The in- 
fluence of this action on the part of 
Russia is felt in the Bourse here. 
The effect was to generally depress 
prices, although values did not fall as 
low as it was expected they would, as 
many leading banks had received ad- 
vises as to the probable promulgation 
of the decree. One of the effects of 
the ukase has been to raise the price 
of rye almost to the price of wheat. 
Chancellor Von Caprivi is deaf to all 
appeals made to him to remove the 
graio duty.

How an Indian Maiden Saved a 
White Man's Life.

She Was Pierced by an Arrow Intended 
for Him bat Recovered and Be- 
came His Wife—The Sor- 
rows of Her Old Age.

| story. 


About the date I have given a Scotch- 
man named Laidlaw, belonging to one 
of the great American fur companies, 
traded extensively with the northwest- 
ern Indian tribes. On one of his expe- 
ditions his headquarters were for sev- 
era) weeks among the Sioux. During 
that time a few men of the tribe, for 
some fancied injury, or in consequence 
of some actual disagreement, became 
mortally offended with him, and deter- 
mined to take his life. One man, a 
skillful archer, was to steal up to the 
tepee, and, while Laidlaw was busy 
with his accounts, send an arrow into 
his heart. 

An Indian maiden overheard the men 
discussing their diabolical scheme and 
determined to save the Seotchman’s 
life. She crept quietly to the tepee, 
but just asshe reached it, and hefore 
she could wara him, she saw the Indian 
at the opening of the tent with bow al- 
ready drawn. 

Quick as thoffht she threw herself 
before Laidlaw’'s breast, and the arrow 
went through one of her arms. The 
Indian fied, leaving the suffering girl to 
her fate. Laidlaw, surprised and 
shocked by the suddenness and horror of 
the affair. knew not whatto do, but the 
girl's fortitude apd presence of mind did 
not forsake her.

WASHINGTON RELICS. 


Bat Me Dida’t Find It Out Until the Lac ‘digh Prices Paid for Them st ® Recent 


Two during the celebra- 
eared a Walia 
inauguration as first president of. the 
United States, much interest was dis- 
played in anything pertaining to the 
‘Father of His Country.” All the relies 
of his day were admired by a large and 
curious crowd, and the loan exhibitions 
were very popular. That this interest 
was not ephemeral, says Harper's 
Weekly, or merely aroused by the pa- 
triotic display during the celebration, 
is clearly proven by the attention that 
has been called forth by a recent sale 


in Philadelphia of a collection of Amer- 
icana. The prices that these relics and 


those connected with Washington, have 
brought have been a general surprise. 
The silver plate from the outer case of 
Washington's coffin, which was regard- 
ed as the most curious relic of all, be- 
ing only valuable from the collector's 
point of view, was sold for eighty dol- 
lars. We are led to believe that the 
cares of war or of state did not engross 
all the time of the great general, as one 
of the books exhibited was an Atlas of 
the World compiled and indexed by 
Washington himself. Sir Matthew 
Hale's Contemplations (London, 1685),

which bore the name of “Mary Wash- 
ington” on the title page, and the in- | 
scription beneath, written by her son: 
“Mothér® of G. “Washington,” was re- 
garded as very valuable, and trought 
one hundred dollars. A lock of Wash- 
ington’s hair, which was cut and pre- 
served by his barber, John Perrie, sold | 
for twenty dollars, and an autograph 
letter of the general's, written from 
Mount Vernon in 1798, was sold for two 
hundred .and fifteen dollars, while a 
lottery ticket signed by him brought 
forty-two dollars and fifty cents.
